Governor Vetoes Bill To 
Levy Varied Tax Rate 
in Macon. 


Governor Talmadge yesterday 
spoke out against class legislation 
and exempting commercial prop- 
erty from taxation in his first veto 
message to the house of represen- 
tatives. 

The Governor vetoed a proposed 
constitutional amendment to give 
the city of Macon authority to ex- 
empt new industries from taxa- 
tion for a period of five years and 
also an amendment to levy a 
varied tax rate on citizens and 
property in Macon for a period of 
10 years. 

Concerning the former, he said: 

“IT am of the opinion that it is 
an unsound practice to exempt 
any property from taxation. Cer- 
tainly is this true in regard to 
commercial property, business 
property on which the investors 
are seeking a profit. 

“It is wrong,” he continued, “for 
one class of our citizens to employ 
a special privilege and have their 
property exempt from taxes at the 
expense of other citizens of the 
state.” 

As to the other Macon measure, 
the chief executive said it would 
give the city authority to make a 
certain levy on one citizen and 
levy twice as much on the citizen 
next door, “although he might be 
poorer and making

Traffic Board’s First 
Proposals Approved 
by Council. 

By HERMAN HANCOCK. 


City council yesterday quickly 
eliminated two major traffic evils 
—angle parking and double park- 
ing for loading and unloading dur- 
ing rush hours—as it adopted two 
ordinances as result of first recom- 
mendations of the newly created 
traffic board. 

The recommendations were 
based on engineering studies and 
bore the approval of the entire 
traffic board and the police com- 
mittee. They are designed to 
speed up the flow of vehicles and 
to avoid congestion. 

Mayor LeCraw — signed both 
measures immediately after coun- 
cil had approved them by unani- 
mous vote, and said he will ask 
that a two-day educational cam- 
paign be conducted to acquaint 
drivers with provisions of the 
ordinances before booking of 
cases is begun. 

Conference Today. 

He will confer with Police Chief 
Hornsby, Captain Neal Ellis, head 
of the traffic bureau, and traffic 
engineers at 2 o’clock this after- 


noon, and members of the traffic 


board will meet at 3 o'clock. 

‘“‘We must all subjugate our pv- 
sonal preferences for the commc~* 
good in attacking this problem,” 
LeCraw said. “All patriotic citi- 
zens will be willing to give the 
program a fair trial, and if it does 
not improve conditions markedly, 
I will be among the first to ask 
for changes.” 

The two ordinances were re- 
garded as the most far-reaching 
ever passed by the Atlanta council 
in an effort to solve the _ traffic 
problem, 

In a special message to council 
Mavor LeCraw urged approval of 
the measures. He asked that 
council give recommendations of 
the traftic board at least a six 
months’ trial and adopt all their 
recommendations in the interim. 

The ordinance making it illegal 
to park on any street in the city 
except parallel to the curb, with 
the wheels of the car approxi- 
mately six inches from the curb, 
affects about 25 sections, including 
several important business centers. 
In some areas the city has been 
forced to station a police officer 
for the purpose of getting cars 
parking on angle into and out of 
parking space. 

Areas affected include: 

Tne block on Marietta street 
from Broad to Peachtree street;

“Should the Axis powers win 
will have a naval strength 
two and a half times that of the 
United States, leaving out of con- 
sideration the British navy, and 
this strength would be still further 
augmented by the capture of all 
or any considerable part of that 
navy.”

KANSAS CITY, Feb. 17.—(#)— 
Bishop Edwin O’Hara, of Kansas 
City, said tonight the first revision 
since 1749 of the English transla- 


tion of the Catholic New Testa- 
ment would be published in May. 

The new edition is a modernized 
version of Bible text last revised 
by Bishop Richard Challoner, of 
London, 192 years ago. Its lan- 
guage has been brought up to date, 
changes have been made in cer- 
tain interpretations of ancie -t 
texts and modern printing styles 
are employed. 

This revision a product of 
nearly five years of work by a 
three-bishop committee headed by 
Bishop O’Hara on the Confrater- 
nity of Christian Doctrine and an 
editorial board composed of some 
of the nation’s outstanding Scrip- 
ture scholars. Serving on the com- 
mittee with Bishop O’Hara were 
-Archbishop John T. McNicholas, 
of Cincinnati, and Archbishop 
John Gregory Murray, of St. 
Paul, Minn. 

European Bible authorities ad- 
vised editorial board members, 
who worked separately on differ- 
ent passages, but who met t--ice 
a year in New York, Bishop 
O’Hara said. 

The new edition will contain 
about 300,000 words on 800 pages. 

Bishop O’Hara said Sunday, 
May 18, would be observed 
throughout the United States to 
launch usage of the revised edi- 
tion. 

The confraternity has started a 
similar modernization of the Cath- 
olic Old Testament, but this work 
will not be completed for two or 
three years.

A War of Greed? 

It is almost inconceivable that any man, 
possessed of the information available to all 
who can see, hear and understand, could evi- 
dence such complete lack of moral sensibil- 
ity in regard to the war now raging in Europe 
as was displayed in the interview given by 
Henry Ford to Harold Martin, of The Consti- 


tution staff. 

The motor magnate expressed a “sincere 
hope” that neither Britain nor Germany 
should win the war, declared it waS a war 
solely of greed on the part of leaders on both 
sides and advocated American material as-. 
sistance to both sides, especially to whichever 
appeared to be losing, so as to prolong the 
war until both are completely exhausted. 

When a force like the Nazis arises in the 
world, how can anyone condemn the nation 
which, against odds, tosses all it possesses into 
the scales of war so that individual liberty 
shall not perish? When an obscene force 
climbs to power, in a large segment of the 
world, on the beaten and mutilated bodies of 
helpless ones whose only fault was that they 
were of a minority and despised race; when 
that same force subjugates the church and 
persecutes its ministers, when it takes away 
from the people free parliament, free press, 
free speech, even the freedom to think and 
hold opinion, how can any man brand as 
“sreedy” the nation which accepts the chal- 
lenge and says such indecency shall not en- 
gulf the world? 

Ask the workers of Britain, the men and 
women who are eager to toil 12 or more hours 
each day, seven days a week, if thereby they 
can wipe Hitlerism from the earth, what is 
the greed which motivates them. 

Ask the trade unions of Britain which have, 
for the duration of the emergency, voluntarily 
sacrificed so many tremendous gains won by 
organized labor in recent years, if they are 
waging a war of greed. 

Ask the British lads of the RAF, barely in 
their twenties, who rise to combat~the out- 
numbering Luftwaffe and who die with a joke 
and a laugh upon their lips, proud to give 
life for their country, if theirs is a war of 
greed. ; 

Ask British industry, which is performing 
miracles in arms production, which is paying, 
without protest, taxes which mount as high 
as 100 per cent, if selfishness is the motive for 
their work and sacrifice. 

Ask the moneyed classes of England, who 
think it nothing as their money is taken for 
the prosecution of the war, as their homes 
are bombed to dust, if greed fills their souls 
as they bravely carry on. 

Ask the average people of London, of Liv- 
erpool, of Manchester, of Coventry, of South- 
ampton, and all the other bombed cities, if it 
is for greed they spend their nights in air raid 
shelters. 

Ask the air wardens and the volunteer fire- 
fighters and the girls who drive ambulances 
through the shell-spattered streets. 

Ask the fishermen who stand on lonely and 
bitter guard in their little trawlers off the 
beleaguered coasts of Britain. Ask the troops 
from far-off Australia who drive relentlessly 
through the sandstorms of the Sahara. Ask 
the Canadians who have jumped to arms to 
aid the mother country and the whole world 
of free, civilized men. 

Ask of these, then ask the quiet voice of 
conscience. 

And, if the answer still be it is a war of 
greed, ask yourself what will become of free- 
dom, of industry, of personal wealth, of the 
way of life in America, if the Nazis dominate 
the. world. 

If this is a war of greed, on the part of 
Britain, then all that believers in democracy 
and in Christianity have held to be true is 
false, all human hopes are but ashes of de- 
spair and there is nothing in all the universe 
worthy of the respect of the spirit of man.

Beside the Buford Highway 

Since the beginning of the creation of the 
huge aviation training base and army hos- 
pital on the site of old Camp Gordon, there 
has been a flood of requests upon the county 
authorities for permits to establish gasoline 
stations, “juke” joints, hot dog and soft drink 
Stands and all sorts of establishments designed 
to ensnare the dimes of the passing throngs, 
along the Buford highway. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the county 
authorities will display sufficient strength of 
will to refuse most, if not all, of these peti- 
tions. There is no real need for them and under 
no interpretation could their establishment be 
looked upon as linked to the national defense 
program. 

There are, already, sufficient gasoline sta- 
tions along the highway to supply all needs. 
The army, nor the navy, depends upon com- 
mercial gasoline stations for its supply of mo- 
tor fuel and private cars are already amply 
provided for in the present establishments. 

Many Atlanta people have built good homes 
alongside the highway. They purchased prop- 
erty and built their homes in good faith that 
the locality would always be pleasant as a 
residence section. To now permit a forest of 
temporary shacks to spring up around those 
homes would Be to perpetrate a severe in- 
justice. 

Let us keep the Buford highway reasonably 
free of the undesirable type of roadside estab- 
lishments and thus protect the investment of 
home owners, while at the same time adding 
to the attractiveness of an important artery 
of approach for visitors to the city. 


Aid to Hitler 


It is a foregone conclusion that the aid-to- 
Britain, otherwise known as the lease-lend bill, 
will be voted by the United States senate after 
due debate. It has already passed the house. 

Even the opponents of the measure today 
claim no more than 29 out of the 95 votes in 
the senate, while supporters can see no more 
than 25 at the utmost against it. 

There will be, however, debate. Under the 
most favorable circumstances it is not antici- 
pated that the bill can reach final vote in less 
than 10 days and the prospects are for longer 
delay than this. There may be some amend- 
ments placed on the bill, but in its broad 
principle it will pass as now written. 

Time is the essence of the value of what- 
ever aid, under the bill, we can render to 
embattled Britain. It is no exaggeration to 
say that 1,000 planes, 50 destroyers, a_ ship- 
load of tanks, sent today, would be worth more 
than twice that number shipped a year hence. 
crushed within the year. 

Every member of the senate should, there- 
fore, thoroughly understand and remember that 
every minute of unnecessary debate, of un- 
warranted delay, by that much increases the 
peril facing Britain, facing this country and 
facing free men everywhere in the world. 

Opponents of the measure, if they dare to 
deliberately adopt delaying tactics, will be 
known to the entire country as men who were 
willing to betray the safety of America for 
political reasons and who turned the debate 
on the aid-to-Britain bill into an opportunity 
to render valuable aid to Hitler, 


Andrew Cobb Erwin 

Not only the city of Athens, but all Georgia 
lost a valuable citizen when Andrew Cobb

Son of distinguished forebears, he exempli- 
fied the finer qualities of the modern south. 
His death leaves a gap that will be difficult 
to fill.

. THE CAPITAL PARADE

WILLKIE TO GO TO CHINA? WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.— 


The faces of the Republican 
politicians after Wendell L. Willkie’s invasion of Washington were 
the richest sight to be seen in this political city for a good many 
months. Noses out of joint, teeth on edge and thin, sour smiles are 
always pretty comic in themselves. In this case they were also 
strikingly interesting, since they meant that Willkie, by sheer imag- 
ination and force of personality, had rescued himself from the ob- 
scure fate the politicians optimistically planned for him. 


TURNING THE TABLES When the campaign ended it was 


generally agreed among the Repub- 
lican leaders of the type of President Herbert Hoover that Willkie 
was to be treated as a nine days’ wonder on the tenth day. Now, 
however, all that is over. By his stand on the lease-lend bill and 
his trip to Britain, Willkie has secured his position as a public 
figure of the first importance. Just what his next step may be 
it is difficult to know. Since the war in the Far Eastern theater 
is growing so much more menacing, many of his friends are urging 
him to follow his trip to Britain with a trip to China and Aus- 
tralia to round out his knowledge of the world situation. But 
whether he goes to the Far East or stays at home, his importance is 
now a permanent political fact. 
_ Furthermore, having dissented from the opinion of the ma- 
jority of other leaders of his party, he now can enjoy the spec- 
tacle of the majority veering towards his views. Several Repub- 
lican senators, who once talked of the lease-lend bill as “another 
court bill,” are wondering if they can find some way to vote for 
the bill after all. Hoover himself, who threatened to charge Willkie 
publicly with “warmongering,” has apparently concluded the mo- 
ment 1s inopportune. In short, the politicians are well aware Will- 
kie has done himself great good. 

Finally, Willkie has placed himself in a position to carry out 
reprisals. The reactionary and isolationist Republican elements 
went aftery him. Willkie can now go after them. For a starter he 
is expected to lambast the party’s connections with such exponents 
of its Ulysses Grant era doctrine as Joseph Pew, of Sun Oil, and 
such groups as the Coughlinites. In short, by the simple expedient of 
Saying what he believed and making a fight for it, Willkie has 
largely turned the tables on his enemies. 


EPISODE OF ROY HOWARD As the episode is extremely 

instructive, it is worth re- 
hearsing the circumstances of Willkie’s lease-lend bill stand and 
British trip. When the bill was introduced Roy Howard, of the 
Scripps-Howard newspapers, who has assigned himself the role of 
the little corporal of isolationism, immediately began to organize 
the opposition. It was Howard who secured from the other Re- 
publicans, such as Dewey and Hoover, their extraordinarily prompt 
statements deploring the President’s measure. As he subsequently 
admitted, it was also Howard who first telephoned Willkie to ask 
for his opinion of .the bill. Unlike most of the others, Willkie re- 
fused to talk until he had time for study. Then, after examining 
the text of the bill, he told Howard he intended to give it his quali- 
fied support, causing Howard to menace him with all sorts of dire 
consequences. 

Partly owing to Howard’s exertions, the lease-lend bill had 
virtually been made a partisan question before Willkie spoke out. 
Willkie’s statement, and Willkie’s decision to go to Britain to see 
the war at first hand, sharply changed the political picture. The 
partisan opposition to the bill collapsed, and the attack on it lost 
momentum so violently that it has never recovered. The effort to 
commit the Republican party to isolationism, and to make it the 
exclusive property of the old guard group who favor that doctrine, 
was also checked. Willkie’s personal following, meanwhile, re- 
vived in force. Letters began pouring in on him again, at the rate 
of 2,000 or 3,000 a day, expressing support for his stand. The old 
feeling for him was renewed, as was proved when many very plain, 
not too prosperous people traveled to Washington from all over the 
east to see him appear before the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, 

The moral of it all is rather simple. The sense of effect, and 
the ordinary common sense which Willkie demonstrated in his 
appearance before the senate committee have a good deal to do 
with political success. But the essential difference between Willkie 
and his less adroit rivals is that he expresses the convictions and 
aspirations of a great many voters, while the Republican old guard 
can hardly be said to express convictions or aspirations of any sort. 


WILLKIE’S FUTURE?  Willkie’s future is still a difficult prob- 

ee lem. If he goes to the Far East, his 
decision will be temporarily deferred. On his return. however. he 
will have to make up his mind whether to follow his present plan 
of resuming law practice in New York, or to reserve himself more 
definitely for the public service. At the moment, he is stil] telling 
his friends he is determined not to take a post in the administra- 
tion, although there is now an excellent indication that he can have 
a big job if he wants one. 

His reason is that while he and the President may see eye to 
eye on foreign policy, their differences on domestic questions are 
as great as ever. Perhaps as the world situation grows increasingly 
serious, and domestic questions recede further and further into 
obscurity, he will change his mind. But, in the administration or 
out, he is now a man to be counted with and will continue to be.

Comparison is the chief factor in making hardship unbearable. 
Our way of life seems normal if it is common to all, but it seems 
unendurably hard if our neighbors have more ease and luxury. 

While the house of commons was debating the matter of con- 
scripting labor, which meant taking workers from the unnecessary 
jobs and using them in hard-pressed defense plants, a Labor meme 
ber cried: “Conscript the lords, too.” 

And some days later, a young lady garment worker, broadcast- 
ing from New York, said she and her comrades were frightened 
by the plan to conscript labor in England. “If they conscript 
workers,” she added bitterly, “they should also conscript factories.” 

Then, speaking of the wrongs done to labor, she gave as one 
reason for the fall of France the fact that workers had lost their 
40-hour week and therefore had little to fight for. 

These complaints would seem just if they were based on facts, 
but they are based on false suppositions. 

England’s lords do their part when war comes. They aren't 
conscripted for mechanical work because they know nothing about 
it and are more useful in other jobs. 

Factories are conscripted, and their owners do war work gladly, 
Here in America they are complaining because they can’t get 
defense orders, 

Labor is conscripted to build dams when a city is threatened 
by flood, and nobody thinks the practice unjust. Why, then, is it 
unjust to conscript any and all of us when our country is threate- 
ened by something more deadly than any flood? 

The charge against France is absurd, for it is equivalent to 
saying that French workers deliberately sacrificed their country 
because they were denied the leisure they desired. 

Life will be hard for all of us in the next few years, and we'll 
only make it seem worse by comparing our lot with that of others. 
Each must do the job he knows’ how to do. And if men like 
Churchill wear good clothes and get no corns on their hands, at 
least they are serving humanity as well as mechanics do.

Guards Foreed To Lead Way

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Feb. 17.— (AP) — Reports 
from Norway tonight told of a number of damaging de- 
railments on the railroad between Oslo and Bergen in 
recent weeks. 

The most serious was said to have occurred last week 
when a German military train was wrecked in a tunnel | 
by rails placed across the tracks. 

All traffic was disrupted for four days. Now military 
guards patrol the tunnel ahead of every train. About 10 
suspected saboteurs were reported arrested. 

Other reports said a half-hundred persons were ar- 
rested Sunday at Fredrikstad when several hundred per- 
sons demonstrated violently upon arrival of Propaganda 
Minister Gulbrand Lunde. 

It also was reported that the German secret police 
chief, Heinrich Himmler, had presented 40 guns to the 
Quisling Youth Organization at Oslo on behalf of the 
Hitler Jugend (the German youth group) and that Nor- 
wegian Nazi boys from 10 to 16 were being armed and 
trained by German instructors,

If he is seriously disabled he 
may become their problem as long 
as he lives.
